Claims are allowed as prior art of record does not teach "bilaterally converting the 
communication data between the application interface and the packet-oriented network, 
the communication data being bilaterally converted with at least one exchange server, 
(claim 1)" and "a gateway to bilaterally convert the centralized signaling and payload 
and the decentralized signaling and payload. (claim 20)" 

The best prior art found is Radziewicz et al (U.S Pat 5,854,897) who teach a 
server (Network Service Provider) sending signaling and payload to decentralized 
computers in private network (col. 4 In. 19-28).
